Now that the question of the m ain­ 
tenance or the abolition of capital pun­ 
ishment is 
s o imirli to the fore in this 
■country, particulars of 
the 
guillotines 
which have been used for the dispatch 
of murderers are exciting interest. It 
Is 
said that there arc no more than two in 
France, one being for service in Paris 
and the othei in the provinces. 
In the French colonies there are. in 
all, nine more. 
According to an instruct­ 
ive account just published by a contem ­ 
porary. the two guillotines provided for 
murders in F ra nce are kept in a shabby 
shed in the Hue de la Folie Kegnault. in 
Paris. 
There were constructed in 1870 
to replace those which had been taken 
out and burned on the Palace Yendome 
during the commune. 
Ity an odd coin­ 
cidence. the first carpenter who was en 
gaged to construct the two new guillo­ 
tines hore the nam e of Samou, of grim 
notoriety. 
So well was this gruesome 
work done th a t 
these machines 
have 
worked ever since without a hitch, mn 
Siave they needed the slightest repair. 
An old carpenter, known 
a s the P en 
Jullicn, had a hand in the construction 
of nine out of tin* total eleven gtiillo 
tines. 
He relates that one day in 189 1. 
an order was quite 
unexpectedly 
re­ 
ceived for half a dozen, destined fo» 
th e colonies. 
H ow long does it tak< 
m a k e a guillotine? he was asked. 
A month, explained this authority; 
other people beside carpenters are na t u­ 
rally busy on the joh, such as mechanics, 
metallurgists, 
locksmiths, 
blacksmiths, 
painters and w orkers in copper and zinc, 
not to speak of the providers of the 
baskets into which the heads fall after 
they have been cut off. 
The work 
is 
done piece by piece in secret. 
When 
everything is ready employers, workmen, 
a nd then engineers are convoked hy non 
.sieuer the executioner in the Folie Peg 
•nault shed. 
T h e n a bundle of straw is 
“ executed.” 
All tin* trades which h i m 
taken part in the fabrication of the guil 
lotine are represented at thus occasion. 
1 fid he feel at all queer when he was 
planing the boards which were to form 
the structure? Pore .1 allien was asked. 
“ Not a hit 
of it,” he answered. 
“ N o 
more than if 1 
had 
been planing the 
boards of a table. 
As I knew well that 
it would not 
be for me, 
how could 
1 
feel uneasy?”

to the alert old man.

keeps it up until he gets up and turns 
the switch. 
The next step is a hasty visit to the 
orchard, w here a r e located at intervals 
covered pots tilled with c* tide petroleum. 
To each of these lx* touches a m atch or 
torch; a 
dense 
smudge 
envelops the 
trees and tlx* (Linger is over: the lids 
are put back and the fires «go out. 
An 
inspector of tlx*se 
orchards 
says 
th e 
smudge pots will keep the orchards eight 
degrees w a r m e r th a n those not supplied 
with 
them, 
and 
they have fre quently 
been brought safely tnrougli cold nights 
that have ruined the products of ad join­ 
ing ranches. 
The simplicity « » f such a device, if it 
is ¡ill that is claimed for it. m akes it 
easily available for orchanlists all over 
the country, w h e th e r in Florida or M a s ­ 
sachusetts, nnd it could he applied to 
market gardens or private gardens as 
well.
